Notice is Hereby Given that the CDA of the City of Cudahy will hold a public hearing on
March 9, 2010 at the Cudahy City Hall, located at 5050 S. Lake Drive at 5:30 p.m. for the purpose
of providing the community a reasonable opportunity to comment upon the proposed amendment
of the boundaries and project plan for Tax Incremental District No. 1 (the “District”).

The proposed amendment is to remove some territory from the existing District’'s
boundaries, and to amend the Project Plan to update and/or provide for the undertaking of
additional expenditures. The proposed boundaries to be removed from the original District
boundary would be within an area detailed on the map below.

There are approximately $15 million in additional potential project costs, including;
infrastructure, land acquisition, cash grants to owners or lessee or developers of land located
within the district (development incentives), professional and organizational services,
administrative costs, and finance costs.

All interested parties will be given a reasonable opportunity to express their views on the
proposed amendment of the District, the proposed projects and amended boundaries of the
District, and the proposed Project Plan thereof. A copy of the Project Plan, including a description
of the proposed amended boundaries, will be available for viewing in the offices of the City Clerk
at the Cudahy City Hall, located at 5050 S. Lake Drive, during normal business hours and will be
provided upon request.

Such hearing shall be public and citizens and interested parties shall then be heard. This
hearing may be adjourned from time to time.
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
